Tho statewide primary bill estab- 


lishes a general system for tho nomin- 
ation of all public offices In the nlato, 
from United States Bono-tors down to 
district ollk'lals nnd Including party 
unices'. 
However, thcro lu u provi- 


sion declaring tho net to bo suspomlod 
in relation to offices which are to bo 
fitted by non-partisan elections. 
It 


fixea tho primary days as tho third 
Tuesday oC September tn odd num- 
bered years and Lho third Tuesday of 
May in even numbered yoiJrs. Hereto- 
fore primary' elections have been hold 
on Saturdays. 
plhla year the primary 


will be held on September 16. 


Heretofore tho hours,,for primary 
elections have been from J to S J*. M. 
The now act allows 12 hours for vot- 
ing, llxlng tho hours from 7 A. M. to 
7 P. M. As Iho governor already ha* 
signed u. bill allowing election otllcora 
?u for each election-, rugardlebs of tho 
number of hours 
employed, 
thoro 


should bo curlier returns made than 
heretofore. 


However, where, a party and a. non- 


partisan primary arc held -at the same

The method need by the best naprar 


refineries in labLntintlnlly a* followe: 
Th« raw augv li dissolved ia large 
cisterns on the gronnd door, enough 
hot water being added to produce a 
specific gravity of l.ZS. The solution 
Is then drawn through n connecting 
pipe barUig a coarse wire strainer Into 
iiirgo pnmps, by which It la pumped 
Into tlie highest story of the building, 
usually the seventh or eighth. It then 
passos Into vessels heated by steam 
colts to a temperature of about 210 F. 
Milk of lime Is added to the solution In 
these pans' for tha purpose of neutral- 
ising any add which It may contain.

Currant Muffins.—One cupful of milk, 


two cupfula of flour, two tablespoon- 
fuls of fat, a quarter, cupful of sugar, 
lalt a teappoonful of salt, four tea- 
spoonfuls of baking powder, one egg, 
onc-thlrtl cupful of currants. 
Mix 


and sift dry materials together, add 
milk, then beaten egg and melted fat 
Stir In currants, which have been 
washed and sprinkled with a little 
flour.

Apple Fritters.—Cut tarfe peeled and- 


cored apples Into slices one-third of an 
nch thick, dip these slices Into a frit- 
ter batter made of one pint of milk, 
:hree eggs and a aaltspoonful of bnk- 


powder. Beat the egga well, add- 


ing first part of the milk, then the 
flour and rest of the milk alternately. 
Beat the batter together quickly, in- 
case the slices of apple and drop In a 
kettle-of deep, smoking hot tat 


Clam Bisque.—Clam bisque Js Hked 


by every lever of these bivalves. 
To 


make It steam open two dozen big, 
fresh clams and take from the shells. 
Chop them fine with a spray of parsley 
and a little onion and simmer them for 
thirty minutes with a cupful of water. 
Season with cloves, allspice and mace 
to taste.
